The Surrender of Lord Cornwallis. 


| From the Baltimore Sun, October 19.) 


To-day being the anniversary of the 
surrender of Cornwallis, at Yorktown, 
ninety-three years ago, we publish the 
following letter from Gen. Washington 
to Gov. Thomas Sim Lee, of Maryland, 
informing him of the surrender. We are 
indebted to Mr. Thomas Lee, a grandson 
of Governor Lee, for a copy of the letter: 
CAMP NEAR YORK, October, 1781. 
Dear Sir: Inclosed I have the honor of 
transmitting to your excellency the terms 
on which Lord Cornwallis has surren 
dered the garrisons of York and Glouces 
ter. We have not been able to get an 
account of prisoners, ordnance or stores 
in the departments, but from the best 
general report there will be (officers in- 
cluded) upwards of seven thousand men, 
besides seamen, more than seven pieces 
of brass ordnance, and one hundred of 
iron, with their stores, as also other mov- 
able articles. My present en ments 
will not allow me to add more than my 
congratulation on this happy event, and 
to express the high sense I have of the 
powerful aid which I have derived from 
the state of Maryland in tOmplying with 
every request to the executive of it. The
